S. 0.1303 (E).— WHEREAS the United Liberation Front of Asom 
and the various wings thereof, (hereinafter referred to as the ULFA) has as its 
professed aim, die “Liberation” of Assam from the Indian Union through an 
armed struggle in alliance with other armed secessionist organisations of the 
North East Region as well as to struggle for the national liberation of the n o- 
Burma region in alliance with like-minded organisations of, that region an 
thereby, the secession of Assam from the Indian Union, 

AND WHEREAS, the Central Government is of the opinion that ULFA 

has- 


indulged in various illegal and violent activities intended to disrupt the 
sovereignty and territorial integrity of India in furtherance of its objective 

abgned^tsdfwift'o'ther unlawful associations like the National Democratic 
Front of Bodoland (NDFB) to secede Assam from India;

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(iii) in pursuance of its aims and objectives, engaged in several unlawful and 
violent activities during the currency of its declaration as an unlawful 
association; 

AND WHEREAS, the Central Government is further of the opinion that 
the unlawful and violent activities include- 

(i) 273 violent incidents, which are attributed to ULFA during the period from 
1 st January, 2003 to 30 th September, 2004; 

(ii) indulging in a spate of extortion and secessionist activities, and 
endangering lives of innocent citizens, in addition to its acts of kidnapping 
for ransom; 

(iii) embarking on a programme of restructuring its organizational network at 
grass root level by launching a quiet but systematic drive for recruitment 
of fresh cadres and revamping the district, anchalik and sakha committees, 
while continuing its violent and insurgent activities; 

(iv) making publicity wing of the organisation active, which has published 
clandestine leaflets, magazines highlighting the goal of the outfit, alleged 
exploitation by the Central Government and exhorting the people to join 
the so-called liberation struggle and thereby subverting their loyalties; 

(v) instructing its cadres to compile the list of police informers and 
government collaborators and to identify targets for retaliatory action 
against them; 

(vi) instructing the army wing of ULFA to mingle with the common people 
and execute assigned tasks; 

(vii) establishing sanctuaries and a number of training camps in neighbouring 
countries; 

AND WHEREAS, the Central Government is also of the opinion that for 
the reasons mentioned above, the activities of ULFA are detrimental to the 
sovereignty and integrity of India and that it is an unlawful association; 

AND WHEREAS, if there is no immediate curb and control of unlawful 
activities of the ULFA, it may take the opportunity to- 

(i) mobilize its cadres for escalating its secessionist, subversive and violent 
activities; 

(ii) openly propagate anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to 
India’s sovereignty and national integrity; 

(iii) indulge in increased killings of civilians and targetting of police and 
security forces personnel; 

(iv) procure and induct more illegal arms and ammunitions from across the 
border; 

(v) extort and collect huge funds and illegal taxes from the public for its 
unlawful activities;

NOW THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) 
of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the 
Central Government hereby declares the United Liberation Front of Asom 
(ULFA) alongwith all its factions, wings and front organisations to be as unlawful 
associations; 

The Central Government is further of the opinion that having regard to the 
activities of ULFA mentioned above and to meet the sustained and ever increasing 
violence committed by ULFA in the recent past against the police, the armed 
forces and the civilians, it is necessary to declare ULFA an unlawful association 
with immediate effect and accordingly, in exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to sub-section (3) of section 3, the Central Government directs that the 
notification shall, subject to any order that may be made under section 4 of the 
said Act, have effect from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 
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
